FOWLS DESTROY WEEVILS

Cotton Pest a Delicacy for Chickens

and Guineas.

“There may not be anything to it,”
MeWhorter of Siloam,
who was here las; week with a
car load of fine Herefords, “*but I had
15 acres of cotton near the house
and every day [ noticed that a drove
ol about 35 guineas I had on the place
had a peeuliar fondness foy roaming
around the cotton field. [ asked one
of the men on (he place what the
guineas were doing in the cotton. He
said they were after the holl weevile,
I did not pay muech attention to them

had the boll weevil all over the
place and knew they were damaging
my cotton, but sirange to say I gath-
€1ed nearly a bale to the acre on that
18 acres while I did not make a bale
to every three acres in other fields.
I believe those guineas destroyed the
boll weevils as fast as they hatched.
I had some nelghbore, an old couple, |
who planted just a few acres of cot-
ton around their home. They raigsed
lots of chickens and (hose chickens
lived in the cotton., About 18 inches
up from the ground this old couple
made good cotton, but the stulks were
bare of fruit from there on up to thp|
tcp. That convinees me that chickens
and guineas will destroy the
weevil, but whether or not it would
be profitable to raise chickens and
guineas for this specific purpose 1
am not prepared to say.” Mr. Me-
Whorter lives in the midsi of the holy
weevil territory. The weevil has heen
in his section for several years.
